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Constitution which would define the 
‘power of the National Government 


A national organization to work 
for the amendment was formed 
with Mrs. Grace Abbott of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago as chairman. She 
declared that Supreme Court re- 
straint on the activities of Congress 
and the state Legislatures “has 
created legislative anarchy.” : 

Gov. Frank Murphy of Michigan, 
in a radio address, called for action 


to submit the amendment to state 
Legislatures. He declared that such 
an amendment is needed to. “stop 
the causes of industrial conflagra- 
tions.” ; 

“A clarifying amendment to the 
Constitution is urgently necessary,” 
he asserted. “Let the wage earners, 
farmers, the consumers. and all, 
other organizations concerned with 
the public welfare organize. in their 
states. Then let the states go to 
Washington and demand that Con- 
gress act on such an amendment at 
this session,‘so it may be referred 
to the state Legislatures for ratifi- 
cation either at regular sessions or 
special sessions.” 

He said the Supreme Court, by 
nullifying the NRA and the AAA, 
put “handcuffs oh both wrists” of 
the nationai Government. He in- 
\dorsed enactment of a clarifying 
‘amendment “which will enable the 
states and national Government to 
take effective action to save our- 
selves fro the blind, ruthless 
operation of nature and wuncon- 
trolled economic forces.” 

A resolution, unanimously adopted 
by the conference, said: 

“This national conference on 
clarifying ‘the Constitution by 
amendment finds that as a result 
of the decisions of the United States 
Supreme Court over a period of 
more than 30 years, the United 
States Government and the state 
governments are impotent to deal 
with the two most important phases 
in our national life, namely the 
improvement of working and liv- 
ing conditions of agrieulture and 
labor. 

“We find that clarification of the 
Constitution by amendment‘is nec: 
essary to give reality to the pur- 
poses of the Constitution as stated ‘ 
in its preamble. 

“Delegates and individuals from 
39 states have expressed active in- 
terest in the objectives of the con- 
feren¢e. 

“We proceed on the theory that- 
no fundamental changes in the Con- 
stitution are necessary to enable 
Congress and the state Legisla- 
tures to promote the general wel- 
fare of workers and farmers, and 
civil rights will be fully protected 
in any form of amendment we sup- 
port.” 

The national committee was in- 
structed to consult with labor, 
farm and consumer groups and to 
formulate an amendment “in the 
light of such consultation.” 

Speakers declared specifically 
for minimum wage and maximum 
hour legislation, and for a re-defi- 
nation of legislative power as be- 
tween Federal and state govern- 
ments. 

Vice-chairmen - of -the national 
committee are: Robert J. Watt; sec- 
retary of the Massachusetts Feder- 
ation of Labor; ‘H. W. Thatcher of 
Maryland; Mrs. Barbara N. Arm- 
strong of Berkeley, Cal.; Joseph P. 
Chamberlain, dean of the Columbia 
University law school; and Mrs. 
Thomas F. McAllister, of Grand 
Rapids, Mich.

Edward A. Filene, Boston mer- 
chant, told the conference that 
delegates to the first constitutional 
convention were “New Dealers” who 
were “determined to change the 
whole political setup of America, 
if need be, so that it might har- 
monize with the economic setup.”

The Red Cross expended $17,000,- 
000 on the Mississippi Valley floods 
of 1927, and officials estimated that 
at least that sum and possibly 
much more would be required for 
the present disaster. Officials said 
932,109 - persons already were being 
given Red Cross aid, of which 774,- 
612 are listed as homeless in i1 
states. These figures, it was pointed 
out, do not include other thou- 
sands being cared for by friends 
and relatives.

Steel and Concrete Defenses to 
Be Built Along Switzer- 
land and Belgium.

PARIS, Feb. 2.—Extension of the 
steel and concrete “Maginot line” of 
fortifications along the whole of the 
Belgian and Swiss frontiers was an- 
nounced today as part of a 19,000,-

to the Chamber of Deputies by De- 
fense Minister Edouard Daladier.

“Freedom of ‘the Press.” 

Hanson said the first amendment 
to the Constitution “prohibits Con- 
gress from abridging the freedom of 
the press or fettering the essential 
processes in the production of a 
newspaper.” 

“Since Congress has no such pow- 
er,” he added, “it has none to dele- 
gate to any legislative agency. 

“The predominant purpose of the 


grant of immunity in the first 
amendment was to preserve an_un- 
trammeled press as a vital source 
of public information.” 

The brief also contended that. the 
law “abolishes the right of an indi- 
vidual to contract for his own ser- 


vices, , . . “deprives the employer | 


of the right to make contracts about 
his affairs,” and “constitutes a dele- 
gation of power repugnant to the 
Constitution of the United States.” 
The litigation arose from an order 
by the National Labor Board, direct- 
ing the Associated Press to rein- 
state Morris Watson, a discharged 
employe of the New York office. 
Watson contended he was dismissed 
because of activities in connection 
with the American Newspaper 
Guild. The Associated Press said 
Watson was discharged because hi¢ 
work was not up to a standard of 
previously shown capacity.

Governor Writes Roosevelt He 
Doesn’t Think Legislature 
Will Ratify Amendment. 


|By a Staff Correspondent of the 


Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 2. — 
Gov. Stark made public today a 
letter he wrote to President Roose- 
velt Jan. 15, expressing the opinion 
that the child labor amendment to 


the Federal Constitution would not 


be ratified by the Missouri Legisla- 
ture, which has rejected it three 
times at previous sessions. 

The letter was in reply to one 
from the President asking the Gov- 
ernor to support ratification of the 
amendment. Instead of complying 
with the request, the Governor told 
the President he favored the pass- 
age of a bill prohibiting the sale 
in Missouri of goods manufactured 
with child labor, and said he be- 
lieved such a bill would be favor- 
ably received by the Legislature. 

The Governor’s support is being 
given to the bill prepared by the 
American Bar Association, and in- 
troduced vy ‘Senator~ Kinney. 
Though the child labor amendment 
is not formally before: the Legisla- 
ture, having been returned: to the 
Secretary of State in Washington 
after its rejection by’ the: Legisla- 
ture two years ago, Representative 
Searcy of Shannon County yester- 
day introduced a resolution for rati- 
fication.

The Bears’ and Tigers’ only com- 
mon foe has been St. Louis Uni- 
versity. The Tigers defeated the 
Billikens by five points, while the 
Bears, splitting two games with, St. 
Louis, have a three-point margin to 
their credit, 

The Béars have fared badly in 
Valley Conference play, while the 
Tigers have not exactly set the Big 
Six conference on fire this season. 
Washington, in five Valley games, 
has won but one, while Missouri, in 
four, has managed a .500 percent- 
age. It so happens, however, that 
the two Tiger victories both were 
over Iowa State. 

So far as conference play goes, 
the figures indicate that, should the 
two groups be close to equal 
strength, the Tigers would have to

fair. They have shown an offense 
good for an average of 29.7 points 
and a defense holding opponents to 
an average of 33.7 points, while— 
and the Valley is tough this year— 
the Bears have averaged 28.4 points 
but have permitted a 39.6-point av- 
erage to other teams.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 2. — The 
University of Missouri basketball 
team suffered a setback today when 
it was announced that Kenneth 
Brown, Kansas City, Tiger scoring 
ace and starting center, was tem- 


porarily ineligible because of in- 
complete scholastic work at the 
close of the semester. 

Coach George Edwards immedi- 
ately nominated Dutton Brookfield, 
6 foot 7 inch sophomore, to fill 
Brown's post for tonight’s game at 
St. Louis with Washington Univer- 
sity. He was dubious of the prob- 
exble outcome, since Missouri's start- 
ing lineup will now have two new 
faces, neither of whom has figured 
prominently in play this year. La 
Vere Strom of Clinton was chalked 
up for a start at a forward berth, 
his first of the season, and Brook- 
field has seen only Hmited service, 
except as number one center on 
the “B” squad earlier in the year.

Senator Says in Radio Speech Any Change in 
Federal Powers Should Be Made by Peo- 
ple, Not by “Usurpation.”

WASHINGTON, Feb. 2.—Senator 
Borah of Idaho, the outstanding 
constitutional authority in Con- 
gress, took note last night of the 
attacks on the Supreme Court by 


Deal leaders and told a radio au- 


stitution are required they should 
be accomplished by amendment and 
not by usurpation of authority by 
the executive and legislative 
branches of the Government. 

These “political” arms of the 
Government, Borah said, should not 
filch from the people power which 
the people have not granted. 

He did not say specifically 
whether he favored amendment 
but his choice of words implied 
that he would oppose any move to 


pair civil liberties. As to changes 
in court procedure, such as advo- 
cated by Senator McKellar of Ten- 
nessee in his proposal to limit the 
jurisdiction of the Federal courts, 
Borah said there should be no leg- 
islative action along this line with- 
out full debate in Congress and 
before the people. at oe 
An Issue for Last 40 Years. 

The fundamental question raised 
by criticism of the Court, Borah 
said is: “Do modern conditions 
make it imperative that the Fed- 
eral Government have greater, if 
not. complete, control over most of 
the internal affairs of the states.” 
This .question, he continued, had 
been involved in legislation for the 
last 40 years and had not been 
confined merely to the period since 
the depression. | 

“And it has seemed,” the Idaho 
Senator observed, “that the Court 
has gone to the utmost limit in 
sustaining some of these measures. 
That it has felt, however, compelled 
to hold that Congress has at times 
transgressed the plain terms of the 
Constitution has been no surprise 
to those who still believe in our 
dual system of government.” 

Borah. also . answered in ~part 
President Roosevelt’s statement in 
his recent message to Congress 
that, while the Court had outlawed 
the NRA statute, the problems 
which the statute sought to solve 
were still with us- 

“In the case involving the valid- 
ity of the National Recovery Act,” 
Borah said, “this question (of 
states’ rights) was one of the de- 
termining factors. The Court was 
unanimous—conservatives and li- 
berals, Republicans and Democrats

“Should there be a redistri 
of power between the State and 
Federal Governments?” he asked. 
“A question of this nature under 
present conditions cannot be put at 
rest by decisions from time to time 
upon particular statutes—it is more 
than a matter of judicial construc- 
tion.

The Idahoan quoted Washington's 
farewell address to clinch his argu- 
ment that only the people should 
modify the Constitution. This ex- 
cerpt said: 
“If, in the opinion of the people, 
the distribution or modification, of 
constitutional power be in any par- 
ticular wrong, let it be corrected by 
an amendment in the way the Con- 
stitution designates—but let fhere 
be no change by usurpation.” 

To this Borah added that there 
should be no usurpation “either by 
Congress or the executive or the 
courts, or by all of them com- 
bined.” 

At the outset of his talk, Borah 
traced the growth of the independ- 
ent judiciary in Great Britain and 
the transplanting of it in this 


less judiciary, he declared, was. the 
great bulwark to protect personal 
liberties against every assumption 
of power by the legislative or the 
executive branches. 
“Faction and party zeal,” he said, 
“debate and political ambition, can- 
not hold the scales of justice in 
impartial hands or weigh either the 
charges or the evidence with unre- 
Sentful judgment. The most enlight- 
ened political leaders and the most 
advanced of governments have ut- 
terly failed to wisely administer 
justice without the aid of inde- 
pendent and incorrifptible courts. 
That has been true from Pericles 
to Washington, and from Washing- 
ton to Roosevelt.” 
When Free Speech Was Denied. 
The speaker reviewed briefly the 
attacks of the Federalist adminis- 
tration on the courts when “free 
speech, free press and free as- 
sembly, under laws enacted and 
passed by the Congress and signed 
by the President, were denied to 
the citizens.” He also related that 
under the Democratic administra- 
tion which followed “men. were ar- 
rested without warrant, thrown into 


of the plan -previsions of the Con- 
stitution,” and that tnder the sub- 
sequent Republican administration 
“men were denied the right of trial 
by jury, and-+the-+ right of free 
speech and free. press were utterly 
ignored.” 


Commenting on these historical 
incidents, Borah said that it was 
a demonstrable truth that the Su- 
preme Court had thrown the shield 
of, the Constitution about the 
rights of the citizen when all 
other appeals for relief had failed 
him. 


“When war, passion, or mob pas- 
sion, or political zeal or selfish 
schemes have carried men beyond 
reason or justice,” Borah asserted, 
“the court, when called upon, has 
interposed to avert great wrongs. 
This is well illustrated by two re- 
cent cases: One where three ig- 
norant, illiterate, impecunious 
Negroes, victims of mob passion

Further perspective to the old-age pension figure is 
given by the contrast between the $37,800,000 and the 
Governor’s recominendation that only $6,100,000 be 
appropriated for relief, which is, theoretically at 
least, the main item of emergency expenditure. As 
a matter of fact, the relief problem in St. Louis alone 
will require the expenditure of this sum, according 
to Co-ordinator Byrns of the St. Louis Relief Ad- 
ministration. . 

Missouri has more old-age seiaante on the rolls 
than Pennsylvania or California, though Pennsyl- 
vania’s total population is almost three times that 
of Missouri, and California’s nearly twice as large. 

Abraham Epstein, a leading authority on old-age 
pensions, shows that in California, New York, Mas- 
sachusetts, Wisconsin and Montana, such pensions 
were being paid, on Jan. 1, 1932, to 2.91 persons per 
thousand of population in the counties where they 
lived. Missouri’s 58,747 pensioners amount to ap- 
proximately 15 persons per thousand of se pert ay or 
five times as many! 

What has happened is that Missouri: ootitidiaes 
have transformed a finely humanitarian movement 
into an ugly racket. And the most unfortunate re- 
sult is that the really deserving old people are not 
getting the $30 a month which the law calls for, but 
about $11 a month, On this microscopic sum, they 
are supposed to keep body and soul together. They 
afte not getting their full share because undeserving 
persons are being provided for. 

A glance at the old-age assistance figures sevealn 
many absurdities. For example, 5500 persons are on 
the rolls in Tom Pendergast’s Jackson County and 
5791 in St. Louis, although the population of ‘Jack- 
son County is only about 57 per cent that of St. 
Louis. 

Incidentally, the St. Louis board has distinguished 
itself by its bitter resistance to political interference 
and its attempt, under enormous difficulties, to ad- 
minister the law justly both to the aged and to the 
taxpayers. Dr, R..Emmet Kane, chairman, and his 
colleagues have repeatedly clashed with the authori- 
ties at Jefferson City over the attempt to load the 
local office with political appointees and on vanse 
scores. 

We are not willing at this time to pass upon the 
merits of the measures proposed by Senators’ Mc- 
Reynolds and Rozier for the purpose of remedying 
the situation. But one thing is certain: Missouri is 
not going to permit the ghoulish business of pérvert- 
ing a humanitarian principle to serve selfish political 
ends. 

Nor, we dare say, will the United States Govern- 
ment, which matches state payments dollar for dollar, 
continue to allow itself to be swindled by Missouri 
politicians. If the Legislature will not clean up the 
situation, the duty will devolve upon the Social Se- 
curity Board.

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Rise of Consumer Co-operatives 


Despite growth of co-operative ‘groups, they account for only small part of nation’s 
trade; organizations may stimulate private enterprise, says financial publication, 
but over-development would put brake on market; ‘while Federal aid within rea- 
sonable bounds is justified, movement should stand or fall on its own merits.

HE actual extent to which wholesale and 

retail trade in the United States is be- 

ing diverted into co-operative channels 
cannot be gauged with complete accuracy. 
Many of the estimates of the volume of 
business handled by consumer co-operatives 
represent no more than guesses. One rea- 
sonable estimate for the volume handled in 
1934, however, is $365,000,000, with members 
of the co-operatives totaling 2,000,000, and 
it is further estimated that sales probably 
totaled $400,000,000 in ‘1935. 

These figures demonstrate the growth in 
the number and relative purchasing power 
of consumer co-operatives, which has been 
particularly marked in recent years, but they 
also indicate that, despite these gains, co- 
operatives still account for a very small 
proportion of our national wholesale and 
retail trade: and will have to expand to a 
far greater extent before:'they' can exert a 
pronounced influence upOn our . national 
economy as a whole.

In the past few years, the movement has 
made considerable headway la urban cen- 
ters and among special groups ‘of profession- 
al workers and wage-earners, The farm co- 
operatiye remairis the backbone of the move- 
ment, but in parts of the country, it is ex- 
panding far beyond such limitations. 

The formation of consumer co-operatives 
has been greatly encouraged in recent years 
through the aid afforded to the co-operative 
purchasing of farm supplies by the & 
Credit Administration. Privileges formerly 
accorded primarily to marketing co-opera- 
tives are now also extended to purchasing 
co-operatives, and the facilities of the Farm 
Credit Administration are available for or- 
ganization loans. There has also been a vast 
amount of literature published upon pro- 
cedure and management, while the dispatch 
abroad of a commission of study attests the 
administration’s growing interest in this 
form of organization.

While consumer co-operatives offer cer- 
tain potential advantages over the tradi- 


tional competitive system generally prevail- © 


ing in the United States; that is, in respect 


to the immediate economies they may make 


possible in distribution, they also have dis- 
tinct disadvantages when our national econ- 
omy, as a whole, is considered. 

‘By avoiding much of the inertia inherent 
in widespread control, the elder competitive 
system has an elasticity which the co-opera- 
tives would appear to lack, and throughout 
our history it has brought about a continu- 
ous expansion of markets which has made 
possible a mass distribution of goods serving 
to raise the standard of living and encourage 
economic progress. 

A danger of over-development of consumer 
co-operatives would be that, without the spur 
of competition in the distribution of goods, 
the supply of manufactured products in 
many fields would be stabilized at prevail- 
ing levels and the introduction of new goods 
would be greatly impeded, both through the 
tendency to control sources of manufacture 
and through a progressive reduction in the 
force of the economic incentive to market in- 
novations,

Competition makes for improving stand- 
ards of quality and a healthy growth while 
the co-operative system on a broad scale 
might well perpetuate the distributive status 
quo and to that extent act as a brake on in- 
dustrial and social advancement. 

While it would appear extremely unlikely 
that consumer co-operatives will experience 
in the immediate future anything like the 
expansion their more enthusiastic adherents 
predict, further growth would appear as- 
sured. Their present share of wholesale 
and retail trade may very well increase, not 
to an extent where it will represent any 
great proportion of the nation-wide total, 
but to a degree where in certain parts of 


the country, and in certain lines of goods, 


it becomes increasingly important to manu- 
facturer, distributor and consumer. 
Whether or not consumer co-operation will 
always be held back in this country by nat- 
ural limitations, involving both the difficul- 
ties of mass production and the tempera- 
ment of the American people, or whether the 


United States stands on thé threshold of a 


more intensive co-operative development 
comparable to that experienced in Europe, 
must remain a question to which the future 
alone holds the key. 

Nevertheless, fairly to test the merits of 
the co-operative movement as compared to

Swollen Pension Rolls 


From the New York Sun. 


N October, 1936, the number of persons re 

ceiving old-age assistance in Missouri was 
54,595. At that time, the Bureau of the Cem 
sus estimated that 184 out of every 1000 Mie 
sourians 65 years and older were in receipt 
of old-age assistance. Up to the present 
time, 94,944 applications for old-age assist 
ance have been filed and 58,747 cases have 
been certified. 

These figures are interesting because, & 
advance of the adoption of an amendmeg 
creating old-age assistance in Missouri, the 
voters were told that not more than 20, 
persons would be able to establish eligibility, 
Subsequent to the favorable vote for olt 
‘age pensions, the Legislature appropriated 
$2,500,000 with which to pay the pensions, 
basing the appropriation on the estimate of 
20,000 pensioners. 

The St. Louis Post-Dispatch, which be 
lieves that a “scandalous situation” has 
en in Missouri, asks, “Has it become 
racket?”

Wendell Willkie was able to pro- 
duce evidence in the form of a cor- 
respondence with the President that 
Senator Norris’ statement was not 
in harmony with the facts, and in 
this he was publicly supported by 
Mr. Wehle.

One might answer the devil-chas- 
ers in Washington with another 
statement of Dr. Morgan’s which 
has nothing to do with the power 
issue, but is a statement of faith. 
I quote from the Notes of Antioch 
College: 

“The foundation of civilized so- 
ciety is reliance on intelligent and 
sympathetic fairness and reason- 
ableness rather than on arbitrary 
power. Only to the extent that men 
have confidence that issues will be 
decided by efforts to reach the most 
reasonable conclusions can men dis- 
arm, physically, economically and 
socially.”

That is a liberal statement, and 
whether the liberal spirit will pre- 
vail or not in the next four years 
will determine whether we are to 
move forward into new social and 
economic forms with a maximum of 
unity and consent or whether we 
are to settle down to bitter war- 
fare. And war—the liberals have 
always said — never really settles 
anything, but merely sows the seeds

Land Options Sought. 

The proposal for the college was 
not made public heretofore because 
the board did not want to have dif- 
ficulty in obtaining a location for 
it. Officials have begun seeking 
options for land for the college, with 
the idea of choosing eventually the 
most. desirable among several 
places. 

Approval of the Vashon High 
School site for the elementary 
school by the board last November 
has resulted in a protracted con- 
troversy, with many Negro groups 
objecting to this location. Con- 
struction of the grade ‘school. has 
not been started. 

Dr. Gerling urged that an ade- 
quate site be obtained for the col- 
lege, with a building to accommo- 
date about 300 pupils, near an ex- 
isting Negro grade school which 
could be used for demonstration 
purposes. He said that the new 
college preferably should be in the 
general vicinity of Sumner (Negro) 
High School, 4248W Cottage avenue. 

Present Facilities. 

Stowe Teachers’ College, the pres- 
ent institution for Negroes, occu- 
pies a portion of the building of the 
Simmons (grade) School, 4318 St. 
Louis avenue. It has admitted only 
Negro girls, for education as ele- 
mentary téachers. Dr. Gerling has 
expressed the hope that the new 
college would be able to take also 
Negro boys, to train them as high 
school teachers. There has been 
discussion, in addition, of opening 
the proposed institution as a gen- 
eral college for Negroes, but no 
conclusion has been reached as to 
this. 

The Instruction Committee ap- 
proved a recommendation by Dr. 
Gerling for employment of Dr. 
Frederick O. Schwartz, an oculist, 
and Dr. Allen B. Potter, ear spe- 
cialist, to make special examina- 
tions of pupils, particularly in the 
lower grades, having difficulty in 
learning to read. 

The superintendent said that 
about 2000 pupils might be affect- 
ed, and that correctional steps will 
depend on the findings. In some in- 
stances, he related, it was not a 
question of children not seeing, but 
of their seeing in the wrong way, 


“while in others faulty hearing or 


nose or throat trouble might be in- 
volved. ) 
Examinations at Gallaudet. 
Nurses will take the children to 
Gallaudet School for the examina- 
tions.

CHICAGO SCHOOLS REVISE 
PROGRAM TO SHORTEN STUDIES 


New Hours Virtually Eliminate 
Home Work; Fractions Dropped 
in Lower Grades. 
CHICAGO, Feb. 2. —. Almost a 
half million students in Chicago’s 
public schools started down an 
easier path to knowledge yester- 
day. 
High school freshmen were re- 
quired to take three “solid” sub- 
jects—Exnglish, general science and 
one elective course — instead of 
four. New study hours virtually 
eliminated home work. Credit 
points were allowed for music, art 

and physical training. . 

Fractions and long division were 
abolished in the lower grades in the 
elementary schools. Pupils will not 
encounter them until they advance 
to the upper classes. 

First grades tackled only one 
form of alphabet—printed char- 
acters—instead of two. Following 
“muscle-sense” methods of instruc- 
tion, they learn the letters by 
tracing them to grooved patterns. 
Later, they will take up long-hand 
writing. ° 

The visual system of teaching 
reading was introduced on an ex- 
perimental basis. No word is 
spoken by the instructor or the 
class of beginners during the period 
of actual instruction. Instead, for 
example, the teacher holds up a 
card bearing the printed word 
c-l-o-c-k and points to the clock at 
the front of the room.

An unjust man 
is he who encroaches on the right 
of another. A rich man is unjust 
if he robs the poor to increase his 
wealth, if he increases his property 
at the expense of his neighbors, if 
he removes the boundary stone, if 
he enslaves the poor who have 
fallen in debt to him. These types 
of injustice are forbidden by He- 
brew law and condemned by the 
prophets.”
